Wilson also said he had tried 
to deal with Donaldson. 

“She didn’t even bother to 
call me back,” -he said. “I 
wrote a letter to her request- 
sng Abe be at a_ meeting...she 
didn’t show up. I relieved her 
of duty, I asked her to be here 
tonight, she didn’t show up. I 
can’t work with her and she’s 
costing the village too much 
money.” 

At the regular board meet- 
ing, Wilson announced the 
decision, and the board dis- 
cussed it for several minutes. 

Several times during the dis- 
cussion, Trustee Mike Macek 
asked Wilson to control the 
noise and remarks coming 
from the crowd. 

After asking a second time, 
Macek motioned to adjourn the 
meeting. 

“The issue is the mayor 
can’t control the audience,’” he 
said 

Trustee Bob Vincent said he 
didn’t see a problem with the 
audience, and Wilson said they 
had a right to know what was 
going on.

Granite City may follow Alton to dirty merf 


An official from Norton 
Environmental said Granite 
ey may follow Alton’s lead 

approve a recycling con- 
tract, paving the way for a 
mixed-waste plant in Wood 
River. 

Louis Perez, vice president 
of marketing for Norton, said 
Tuesday that Granite City offi- 
cials appeared, to be waiting 
for a decision in Alton before 
voting on a contract for a 
mixed-waste facility, or dirty 
merf. 


Perez said he was happy the 
Alton City Council approved a 
contract in committee Monday 
that would send 17,000 tons of 
trash annually to the dirty 
merf in the Lewis and Clark 
EnviroTech Industrial Park in 
Wood River. 

If the Alton City Council 
gives final approval at its 


meeting tonight, it will be the 
first Madison County communi- 
ty to approve such a deal with 
Norton. 

Norton officials said they 
need firm commitments from 
several Madison County com- 
munities to make the trash 
recycling plant economically 
feasible. Granite City would be 
a major part of the business 
that would make the plant pos- 
sible, officials have said. 

“‘We’ve been getting positive 
responses but no firm decision 
yet,” Perez said. 


Several Granite City alder- 
men have inspected a Norton 
mixed waste merf in Ohio.

Last week, more than five years after the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency chose a cleanup plan for decades-old lead 
contamination in Granite City, Madison, Venice and Eagle Park 
Acres, the U.S. EPA changed its plan. 

The initial cleanup plan was announced in 1990 — more than 
seven years after residential soil contamination was discovered 
e plan covers three distinct levels of contamination: 
ential soil in about 1,600 yards, a 290,000-ton lead waste pile 
at 15th and State streets; and remote alleys and driveways 
where material from the waste pile was used as fill. : A 

In its initial plan, EPA proposed removing all residential soil 
with a lead concentration of 500 or more parts per million, 
placing it on the pile and capping the pile with fresh dirt and 
grass. 

Under the recently announced change, EPA will have the 
residential soil hauled to a landfill — where it belongs — rather 
than adding it to the existing pile. = 

To its eredit, the EPA has spent about $15 million to clean up 
the remote fill areas and plans to pave over any remaining 
areas of this type. 2 

But EPA still refuses to budge on the issue of the pile, and 
3rani y has joined a federal lawsuit challenging the 
cleanup plan. The lawsuit was filed by the companies EPA 
deems responsible for contamination. Those companies have 
already spent millions of dollars researching cleanup 
natives.

The filmmakers provide 
their own disclaimer during 
the opening credits when they 
say the movie is “freely Socio 
ed”? from the 1850 work by 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. Actual- 
ly, the film bears little résem- 
blance to the disturbing and 
symbolic work of literature. 

Where Hawthorne tackled 
thorny moral and spiritual con- 
flicts, Joffe and Stewart pro- 
vide a superficial story and 
cardboard characters who are 
about as complex as the imbe- 
ciles on ‘Melrose Place.”” 

And the filmmakers tumble 
even further into the pit of 
banality by changing Haw- 
thorne’s ending to a snappy 
Hollywood tale of ‘‘happily 
ever after.” Pish posh. There 
is only one way ‘“‘The Scarlet 
Letter’’ can end that makes 
sense and preserves the dra- 
matic arc of the story and 
what the movie attempts sim- 
ply isn’t it. 

In the film version, Hester 
Prynne (Demi Moore) is sent 
by her physician husband, 
Roger (Robert Duvall), to set 
up house in Puritan New 
England. Hester is a modern 
kind of gal who wears stays in 
her bodice, bids at slave auc- 
tions and otherwise infuriates 
the male-dominated Christian 
community. 

Early on in the movie, she 
follows a scarlet bird into the 
forest and finds an erotically 
beautiful waterfall where the 
Rev. Arthur Dimmesdale 
(Gary Oldman) is skinny dip- 
ping. Oh boy, oh boy! Her eyes 
simply glow, and the bird’s all 
atwitter. 


Her passions now aroused, 
she eagerly awaits his atten- 
tions. It doesn’t take much — 
a little flirtation over books, 
locking eyes in church, an 
energetic ride on his horse 
when her carriage gets stuck 
in mud 


The release does get big 
pluses for the movie’s glorious 
cinematography, by Alex 
Thomson (‘*Excalibur,”’ 
“Black Beauty’’).
